Although the building shortage 
in the United States has been 
largely overcome, there igs no 
reason for a marked recession in 
building. The tremendous normal 
growth of the country alone calls 
for a yearly expenditure of close 
to five billions of dollars. Ordin- 
arily depreciation can be figured 
at close to three-quarters of a 
hillion dollars. 

For 1926 another year of trem- 
endous activity can be expected. 
Probably  $5,500,000,000 will be 
spent for new construction, re- 
pairs and replacements.
